AN ACT to provide for the annual publication of a railroad
map, and appropriating money therefor.
The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
wn senate and assembly, do enact as follows:
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SecrioN 1. There shall be published annually, Appropristion.

under the supervision of the railroad commis-

sioner, three thousand copies of the railroad map
of Wisconsin, two thousand copies to be distri-
buted with the annual report of the railroad com-
missioner, four hundred copies to be distributed
by the state superintendent of public instruction
among the schools of the state, and the remainder
to be distributed by the railroad commissioner.
There shall also be published thirty-five hundred
copies of said map over and above the number
hereinbefore provided for, for the use of the pres-
ent legislature, gnd thlrty five hundred copies for
each legislature biennially thereafter.

SeEctiON 2. There is hereby appropriated an-
nually, out of the state treasury, a sum sufficient
for the purposes in this act mentioned.

SecrioN 3. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and af'er its passage and publication.

AN ACT to authorize Louis Navotney and Joseph Navotney
to erect, construct and maintain a dam in Springbrook,
Langlade county.

CHAPTER 260.

AN ACT to amend section 3 of chapter 314 of the laws of
Wisconsin for the year 1881, entitled “An act to appropriate
the proceeds of the sale of the swa,mi) land in Lincoln
county to the extinguishment of its railroad indebtedness,
and to amend sections 2 and 3 of chapter 280 of the laws
of 1880.”

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
tn senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

Proceeds of SEcTION 1. Section 3 of chapter 314 of the laws
Shoie torait. of Wisconsin for the year 1881, is hereby amended
road indebted- g g9 to0 read as follows: “Section 8. The state
treasurer is hereby authorized and required, in
each and every year, until the said loan of said
Lincoln county from the state is paid, to credit
every three months to said Lincoln county,on
account of the amount that shall then remain un-
paid of said loan, all moneys that shall be realized
during the preceding three months from the
sale of swamp lands situated in said county
of Lincoln, not heretofore set apart for nor-
mal school purposes, and such moneys so
credited on said loan as aforesaid shall be re-
tained in the state treasury as a portion of
the trust fund thereof; and ne money so, as afore-
said, credited to said Lincoln county, shall be paid
to said county for drainage purposes. Said Lin-
coln county shall not be required to pay interest
